EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the abstract, lines 17-19, delete "in a process for forming a photosensitive 
composition film on a substrate in the process of production of a liquid crystal or an 
organic EL display". 

In claim 51 , line 2, delete "the other solvent other than aprotic polar solvents" and 
insert - - the other solvent other than aprotic polar solvents other than propylene glycol 
monomethyl ether - - in its place. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Takagi et al. (US Patent 5,521 ,054) teach a developing solution comprising (A) at 
least one aromatic hydrocarbon, (B) at least one alcohol and (C) an ester, wherein the 
aromatic hydrocarbon (A) is in amount of 25-70% by weight of the sum of components 
(A), (B) and (C) (abstract).

Schlosser et al. (US Patent 5,31 2,71 9) teach a developing solvent comprising an 
aromatic compound in amount of preferably 55-90% by weight (abstract, column 3, lines 
31-34). 

However, Takagi et al. and Schlosser et al. do not teach the photosensitive 
composition removers of claims 34, 36, 41 and 47 of the instant application. 

There are no prior art teachings that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify Takagi et al. and Schlosser et al. and obtain the photosensitive composition 
removers of claims 34, 36, 41 and 47 of the instant application.
